2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  Budget  for  1959  as 
prepared  by  the  Selectmen  and  appropriation  of  the  amounts 
therein  or  to  make  any  changes. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $61.68  to  the  White  Mountains  Region  Association 
for  the  purpose  of  issuing  and  distributing  printed  matter 
and  advertising  and  otherwise  publicizing  the  advantages  of 
the  town,  in  cooperation  with  the  other  45  towns  in  the 
region. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $50.00  for  Civil 
Defense  and  make  appropriation  for  same. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  the 
right  to  issue  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $25.00  to  be  ex- 
pended in  cooperation  with  the  New  Hampshire  Forestry  and 
Recreation  Commission  for  the  opening  and  maintaining  of 
trails  and  old  roads  for  forest  fire  protection.  The  New 
Hampshire  Forestry  and  Recreation  Commission  to  provide 
a  matching  sum  not  in  excess  of  $25.00  for  this  purpose. 

7.  (Included  by  request)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  town  a 
sum  of  money  needed,  not  to  exceed  $10,899.15  to  finish  the 
construction  of  the  Manns  Hill  road  to  the  Littleton  town 
line.  This  is  to  be  paid  over  a  period  of  three  years,  the 
town's  share  to  be  $473.88  for  each  of  the  three  years.  The 
rest  of  this  money  is  to  be  made  up  by  State  funds  of  $3,- 
159.17  for  each  of  the  three  years.  Payments  to  start  in 
1962.

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Health  Report 

December  12,  1958 
To  the  Citizens  of  Dalton: 

During  the  year  1958,  20  visits  were  made  to  the  town.  In 
the  Spring  121  children  received  Immunizations  at  the  Triple 
Toxoid  Clinics  held  in  Whitefield,  23  children  started  the 
series  of  3  injections,  and  22  finished,  39  received  Booster 
injections,  and  14  children  were  vaccinated.  During  the  year 
32  children  received  Salk  Vaccine  Immunizations.  At  the 
Cardiac  Clinic  held  in  Whitefield,  three  children  were  exam- 
ined and  received  treatment. 

At  the  Child  Health  Conference  in  May,  eight  children 
were  examined.  Many  children  from  the  area  have  attended 
the  Pediatric  and  Orthopedic  Clinics  in  Littleton,  sponsored 
by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Health. 

A  Well  Child  Conference  is  planned  for  the  Spring  of  1959, 
and  this  will  be  held  in  Dalton. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  Citizens  of  Dalton, 
and  at  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  them  for  their  cooper- 
ation, and  I  sincerely,  hope  they  will  feel  free  to  call  on  me 
if  I  can  be  of  any  service  to  them.

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You  Can  Help  Preyent  Forest  Fires 


Twenty-five  percent  of  all  forest  fires  in  New  Hampshire 
are  caused  from  careless  debris  burning— brush,  paper,  leaves, 
grass,  etc.  Most  of  them  are  started  without  the  required 
permit  from  the  local  forest  fire  warden.  The  cost  of  ex- 
tinguishing these  fires  annually  runs  into  large  sums  cf 
money. 

According  to  law,  responsible  parties  must  pay  the  cost  of 
putting  them  out.  In  addition,  violators  may  be  subject  to 
court  prosecution  with  fines  running  as  high  as  ($200)  two- 
hundred  dollars. 

In  the  interest  of  fire  prevention  why  not  eliminate  burn- 
ing at  home?  Use  your  town  dump.  It  has  been  set  up 
for  your  personal  convenience.  It  provides  a  suitable  place 
for  the  disposal  of  dangerous  inflammable  waste  material 
and  other  useless  items  which  accumulate  around  the  home 
and  local  stores;  brush,  etc.  cut  on  your  property.  Eliminate 
the  hazard  of  burning  yourself.  It  will  be  easier  for  you — ■ 
personally  and  financially. 

If,  however,  you  do  burn  on  your  premises: 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden — 
the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning.  Don't  leave 
it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 
Save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty.     Use  your  town  dump.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dalton: 

The  school  board  herewith  submits  its  annual  report.  The 
report  includes  the  treasurer's  report  for  the  fiscal  year  July 
1,  1957  to  June  30,  1958,  with  a  statement  of  expenditures; 
budgets  and  estimated  receipts  for  the  present  school  year 
and  for  next  year;  financial  report  of  the  building  committee 
as  of  February  7,  1959;  and  written  reports  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  and  the  school  nurse. 

The  budget  for  the  coming  year  is  higher  than  that  of  the 
previous  year  and  is  due  to  several  factors.  The  major  cause 
of  increase  is  due  to  a  marked  increase  in  tuition  rates  and 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  tuition  pupils.  Small  increases 
are  to  be  expected  in  the  operation  of  the  school  plant. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  new  building  is  substan- 
tially completed  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  on  the  land  can  be 
completed  in  the  spring. 

We,  therefore,  request  an  appropriation  of  .$48,383.23  for 
the  ensuing  year  for  the  support  of  schools.
